Official Use of Private 
Autos Held Necessary 


Maj. Gen. Louis A. Bash, Quarter 
master General of the Army, in a state 
ment to the ARMY AND Navy JOURNA! 
this week, gave his personal support to 
the movement in behalf of the large 
percentage of officers of the armed ser- 
vices who use their personal automobiles 
in the conduct of the government's busi 
ness. 

General Bash pointed out that inas 
much as “every oflicer very properly 
buys an automobile as part of his equip 
ment” he hopes to “see the time ar- 
rive when Congress will see fit to make 
provision for aiding such an officer.” 

A survey of the services recently con 
ducted by the JourNAL has shown 
clearly the need for a monetary allow 
ance for commissioned and non-commis 
sioned officers who use their privately 
owned cars on Government business and 
legislation is expected to be introduced 
in Congress next January to provide 
some compensation for the personnel in- 
volved.

“The greatest single development to 
day in our own as well as other armies 
is increasing motorization and mechani 
zation—principally as applied to tactical 
organizations. There has been a similar

motor transportation by — individual 
oflicers in time of peace to the extent 
that most oflicers find an automobile 
essential to the conduct of their official 
business, 


“Manifestly it would be impracticable 
for the government to supply each officer 


with the transportation he needs and, 
consequently, the oflicer very properly 
buys an automobile as part of his 


equipment, There is no method by which 
an officer owning a car can be reim 
bursed for the cost of its maintenance 
and operation; but, speaking for my 
self, personally, | hope to see the time 
arrive when Congress will see fit to 
make provision for aiding an officer to 


maintain an automobile to the extent 
that it is used on official duty.” 
In the survey, it was shown that 


there is at least one privately-owned car 
for each officer at the various posts. 
With very few exceptions, it was found 
the cars were used on official business 
from 10 to 90 per cent of the time they 
were in operation. Practically without ex 
ception it was reported that the constant 
use of an automobile by the large ma 
jority of officers was essential to the 
conduct of their official duties. 

The reports from various posts as to 
the use of private autos varied, but « 
cept for the unusual post of small ares 


it was found that officers used their 
cars about half the time for oflicial 
business, Practically every post de 
clared that use of an automobile was 
essential and that Government tran 

portation was lacking In view of the

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American Newspaper Editors Comment on British ‘‘Rearmament’’ Election

“However, it would be unfair to assume that the Conservatives are railroading 
this election to perpetuate their authority. * * * Whatever advantage the ineyy 
bents gain from this early balloting seems to result from internation:al contiy 
gencies rather than conscious political maneuvering. * * * 

“Mr. Baldwin is taking advantage of the situation, also to interject a demay 
for increased armaments. * * * When England is faced by the possibility of wy 
to uphold the League’s collective peace system, the demand for elimination 
‘deficiencies in our defense services’ may be expected to have a popular ring.” 


The forthcoming British elections in which the incumbent Conservative party 
has made increases to their Army, Navy and Air Force an issue, has been the 
subject of comment in American newspapers. 

“Proposing a rearmament program for all British defense forces, the Baldwin 
government today begins a campaign for its continuance in office,” states the San 
Antonio Marpress. “A general election for 615 members of the Commons will be 
held on November 14 and King George will open the new parliament on December 2. 

“It is expected that Mr. Baldwin and his cabinet colleagues—including former 
Premier MacDonald—will be victorious at the polls. The government's spokesmen 
are emphasizing the fact that the British defense services must be strengthened 
within the League of Nations framework, to promote peace and not to pursue 
selfish ends. 

“Whatever the election results, Great Britain doubtless will augment the 
building program for the navy, which is still below treaty strength, It also will 
add many planes to the Royal Air Force, that furnishes the army and the navy with 
aviation personnel and equipment. The British army is being motorized and 
mechanized rapidly and may be increased considerably to afford larger garrisons 
for Gibraltar, Malta, Cyprus, Egypt and the Anglo-kgyptian Sudan.” 


“The British home fleet, when it steamed past Gibraltar into the Mediter- 
ranean, constituted one of the biggest and most effective pre-election parades of all 
time,” declares the Philadelphia Record, 

“As the result of the maneuver there seems to be little doubt that the Con- 
servative party will win ‘the general election to be held at the end of November. 

“Before this war scare, a Conservative victory in Great Britain was by no 
means a foregone conclusion. * * * The present Conservative government amazed 
many observers by the manner in which it decided upon drastic League action 
against Italy, after previously having encouraged Italy’s Ethiopian adventure, * * * 

“Isn't the answer to be found in the desire of the Conservative leaders to win 
votes at home?’ 





“His (Baldwin's) opponents have already begun to style it a ‘khaki election’ 
which in Great Britain means an appeal to the tflag-waving element in the elector- 
ute, but the followers of the dominant party will not be moved by such criticism,” 
comments the Pawtucket, R. 1. Times. “The issues are all made for them. There 
is a foreign threat, or what can easily be translated into a threat. War is already 
abroad, and it cannot be denied that it may strike Britain as well as another nation. 
Therefore, get ready, on the principle that the best guarantee of peace is pre- 
paredness for possible war. 

“It seems certain to bring about the re-election of the present government by 
a powerful, possibly an overwhelming, majority.” 

“The circumstances under which the election will be held naturally give rise 
to complaints that it is a trick intended to keep the Conservatives in power,” says

1927 to June 30, 1930, when he was a 
lieutenant commander. Section 1 of the 
2ay Act provides: 

“The pay of the fifth period shall be 
paid to * * * lieutenant commanders of 
the Navy, and officers of corresponding 
grade who have completed twenty-three 
years’ service: Provided, That lieutenant 
commanders of the staff corps of the 
Navy who were appointed between the 
dates of March 4, 1913, and June 7, 1916, 
in a grade above that of ensign, shall 
receive the pay of this pay period after 
completing twenty years’ service.” 

Commander Bullard contended that 
while he had on June 30, 1927, but 
20 years’ service, he came under the 
latter portion of the section in that he 
had been appointed in the Staff Corps of 
the Navy in a grade above ensign during 
the period specified. The Government, 
however, argued that while he came 
within the letter of the statute, he did 
not come within its spirit, as it was 
intended to operate solely to the advan- 
tage of Staff Corps officers who were 
appointed between March 4, 1913 and 
June 7, 1916 from civil life to equalize 
the fact that officers who were commis- 
sioned from the Naval Academy during 
this time counted their Academy service 
for pay purposes. Commander Bullard, 
it was pointed out, was appointed to the 
Naval Academy, July 1, 1907, was com- 
missioned an ensign of the Line in 1912 
and transferred to the Construction 
Corps in 1914. 

“It is clear that although the plaintiff 
comes within the letter of the law he 
is not within its spirit or the intent 
of its makers,” the Court declared. “The 
proviso was never intended to benefit 
officers transferred from the line of the 
Navy to the Staff Corps. The plaintiff 
has already received the benefit of the 
service performed by him as midship- 
man. This places him on a_ parity 
with other officers of the line. To give 
him now the further benefit of the pro- 
viso merely because he happened to be 
transferred to the Staff Corps within 
the period named therein would create 
a disparity by giving him an advantage 
over his running mates in the line. To 
so construe the proviso would lead to 
a result so unjust and absurd that it is 
unthinkable that Congress ever intended

Marine Corps Selection Board 

Announcement was made this week of 
the appointment of a board of general 
officers of the Marine Corps to select 
officers for promotion to brigadier gen 
eral, colonel and lieutenant colonel. The 
board will meet at the Navy Department, 
Dec. 2. 

Maj. Gen. James C. Breckinridge, was 
named president of the board. Other 
members are: Maj. Gen. Charles H. Ly- 
man, Maj. Gen. Louis MeC. Little, 
Brig. Gen. Randolph C. Berkeley, Brig. 
Gen. Frederic L. Bradman, Brig. Gen. 
Douglas C. MeDougal, Brig. Gen. Rich- 
ard P. Williams, Brig. Gen. Thomas Hol- 
comb, and Brig. Gen. James T. Butt- 
rick. Lt. Col. John M. Arthur, was 
named as recorder. 

Two colonels will be selected for ad- 
vancement to brigadier general, one to 
fill an existing vacancy brought about 
by the promotion of General Little as of 
July 27, 1935, and one to go on the pro- 
motion list. There are no further con- 
templated vacancies in the grade of gen- 
eral officer until General Russell retires 
for age Dee. 1, 1936. One colonel also 
will he selected to go on the eligible 
list for appointment as head of the Pay- 
master’s Department. The Paymaster, 
Brig. Gen. George Richards, retires for 
age next March. Col. Harold C. Reis- 
inger, is already on the eligible list for 
Paymaster and is expected to receive the 
appointment. 

It is expected that from 8 to 10 lieu- 
tenant colonels will be selected for 
colonel and 18 to 20 majors named for 
advancement to lieutenant colonel. There 
are five colonels who unless selected for 
brigadier general by the board will go 
on the retired list next June 30. If 
two of these officers should be chosen 
for promotion to brigadier, but 8 lieu- 
tenant colonels and 18 majors will be 
selected: if one is selected, then 9 lieu- 





tenant colonels and 19 majors can be 
selected, while if none of the five are 
named, then 10 lieutenant colonels and 
20 majors can be selected. None of the 
five can be placed on the retention list. 

On Dee. 1, there will be four vacancies 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel and 
four of the majors selected will be pro- 
moted, the list from last year being ex- 
hausted. One lieutenant colonel selected 
last year remains on the list. He, Lt. 
Col. C. J. Miller, will be promoted Dec. 
1. No vacancies are in prospect for 
officers selected for colonel until General 
Richards’ retirement and after that none 
until the involuntary retirement on June 
30. 

All officers in the upper four-sevenths 
of their grades are eligible for selection 
and all colonels, both line and staff, in 
the upper four-sevenths of the grade, are 
eligible for selection for Brigadier Gen- 
eral. The name of the last officer eligible 
in each grade follows: Col. Clayton B. 


Vogel, Lt. Col. Lyle H. Miller, Maj. 
Joseph T. Smith. All colonels, both 


line and staff, are eligible for selection 
for appointment as head of the Pay- 
master’s Department. 


Naval Conference Plans 

Awaiting more definite word from 
London as to what will be on the calen- 
dar when representatives of five World 
paval powers meet next month, the 
United States is delaying designation of 
its delegation or announcement of policy. 

No agenda or even informal informa- 
tion regarding what is to be discussed 
at the meeting has heen received from 
Great Britain, State Denartment officials 
sav, and until some idea is had as ta 
what is expected to be done, selection 
of a delegation is diffieunlt. Earlier, it 
had been thought that little would be 
attempted in December except a pro 
forma meeting to carry ont the provi- 
sions of existing treaties and then an 
adjournment until next year. In that 
ease, Ambassador Bingham, with prob- 
ably the assistance of Admiral Standley, 
would have represented the United 
States. Now, however, in view of the 
fact that Japan and Italy are sending 
delegations rather than relying on their 
resident embassy staffs, it appears that 
we will have to do likewise. 

It is not considered likely, 
that a large delegation, such as have 
attended previous conferences, will be 
sent. Admiral Standley is certain to go 
whatever the nature of the meeting, 
while word as to the agenda will deter- 
mine the size and the personnel of his 
wdvisory staff. It is probable, it is said, 
that he will take only one or two offi 
cers with him. The American delega- 
tion will not have to sail for England, 
Nov. 20 as wus originally contemplated. 
Due to a delay on the part of the Jap 
anese contingent, the meeting scheduled 
for Dec, 2 will not get underway until 
Dec. 5 and perhaps later. 

President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Tinull both arrived back in Wash- 
ington vesterday from short vacations 
and after conferring with Navy officials, 
an announcement is expected, probably 
early next week. Little discussion will 
he needed as to what our position is to 
he, for no change is seen in the Admin- 
istration’s attitude regarding the mainte- 
nance of existing ratios. No difficulty is 
expected in seeing eye to eve with the 
British. It is expected that we will not 
oppose a British inerease in cruiser 
strength as long as parity In total ton- 
nage is continued. No British 
demand for reduction in the size of hat- 
tleships. a proposal to which the United 
States is unalterably opnosed, is con 
templated. The real difficulty, which 
makes a stalemate of the conference 
practically a foregone conclusion, is the 
demand of the Japanese for parity with 
the United States and Great Britain.

31, 1935, 371 airplanes, 264 of which 
were combat types). 

“10. There are insufficient regular offi- 
cers in the GHQ Air Force to properly 
staff, command, and train the units even 
at existing strength. 

“11, The term of active duty of the 
reserve officer pilot is insufficient, in 
length. 

“12. The flying cadet is not as effi- 
cient as he would be, if commissioned 
as a reserve officer.” 

R dations 

“1. That sufficient funds for the field 
training of GHQ Air Force units be al- 
lotted to The Adjutant General, and 
that this headquarters be informed 
thereafter as to the amounts available 
and the purpose numbers under which 
it may be expended. An estimate of all 
funds, except Air Corps Army, required 
for the remainder of the F. Y. 1936, have 
been submitted to the War Department. 

“2. That all Air Corps stations, at 
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which GHQ Air Force units are garri- 
soned, be placed on an exempted status, 
under command of the senior Air Corps 
flying officer assigned to duty thereat. 

“3. That every effort be made to se- 
cure, by legislation or from any other 
available source, funds sufficient to bring 
the GHQ Air Force up to its authorized 
airplane strength within the next 5 
years.

“7, That flying cadets be commissioned 
as reserve officers upon completion of 
the prescribed course at the Air Corps 
Training Center, and that all flying 
cadets, now with the GHQ Air Force, 
be commissioned in the Reserve, when 
sufficient funds become available for 
this purpose.

“12. That Gunnery and Bombing 
Ranges, adequate to the requirements 
of bases requiring such facilities, be pro- 
vided. 

“13. That War Department Circular 
6, January 6, 1935, be modified as indi- 
cated in indorsement to Flying Profi- 
ciency Board Proceedings. 

“14. That no major changes in the ten- 
tative tables of organization of the GHQ 
Air Force be made, prior to recommenda- 
tions to be submitted by this headquar- 
ters on March 1, 1936.” 


Reduction in Rank Voided 


When an enlisted man of the Army 
makes application for retirement he is 
entitled as a matter of right to be re- 
tired in the grade held at the time of 
making application, the Court of Claims 
decided this week, ruling a subsequent 
reduction a nullity. 

Passing on a claim of a retired enlisted 
man for the difference in pay between 
what he would have received had he 
been retired as a master sergeant in 1926 
and what he actually was paid when 
he was reduced to private, first class, 
and continued in active service until 
1929, the court held that neither the 
President nor the War Department was 
given any discretion as to granting an 
application for retirement where the 
man has completed 30 years’ service, 
that he was entitled to retirement in 
1926 as a master sergeant, and awarded 


him judgment for the loss in = pay 
suffered. 

The claim was brought by Master 
Sergeant Wilmer Blackett, USA-Ret, 


who was given a judgment for $2,004.99 
by unanimous decision of the court. 
The facts of the case, as given in the 
findings and opinion, are as follows: 

Application for retirement was made 
by Master Sergeant Blackett on Sept. 
25, 1926 under the provisions of the Act 
of March 2, 1907 which states: “That 
when an enlisted man shall have served 
30 years either in the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps, or in all, he shall, upon 
making application to the President, be 
placed upon the retired list, with 
seventy-five per centum of the pay and 
allowances he may then be in receipt 
of, and that said allowances shall be as 
follows. * * *” 


Before action was taken on the appli- 
eation, the attention of the Adjutant 
General was called by an ex-soldier to 
the fact that more than a year before 
Master Sergeant Blackett had been re- 
duced from first sergeant to private as 
punishment for certain offenses. It is 
not mentioned in the court’s findings as 
to whether he had been promoted nor- 
mally to master sergeant or whether he 
was promoted to that rank upon retire- 
ment. It is only stated that he held the 
rank when he made application for re- 
tirement. The War Department ordered 
that the complaint be investigated and 
a report on the case by the Corps Area 
commander was referred to the Inspec- 
tor General. The report stated that he 
was guilty of serious offenses, but de- 
clared that he had been punished by the 
reduction and recommended that he be 
reduced to first sergeant and retired. 
The Inspector General, however, recom- 
mended, that he be reduced to private, 
first class, and retired. The War De- 
partment followed the latter recom- 
mendation reduced him to private, first 
class, and approved his retirement in 
this grade. Thereafter, Blackett with- 
drew his application for retirement 
which was permitted and continued in 
active service until May, 1929. when 
having again attained the rank of mas- 
ter sergeant, he applied for retirement 
and was retired in this grade. 

Judge Whaley for the court, empha- 





sized the phrasing of the above quoted 
retirement, declaring : 

“The act gives no discretion to th 
President. If no discretion is placed 
Congress in the Commander-in-Chief ¢ 
the Army and Navy, certainly none e@ 
be read into the act for any subordinat 
officer. Character and conduct of the ap 
plicant during the thirty years canng 
be considered. The fact that the enlistg 
man has served for so long a period jp 
the Army was considered sufficient by 
Congress to give him a right to retire 
in the grade in which he was then gery. 
ing. The presumption is that were he ap 
unworthy character or his conduct detri. 
mental to the service he could not hay 
served for that period of years. Th 
right granted by Congress was without 
condition and absolute. No rule or regy. 
lation of the Department could circyp. 
scribe or impair it, and any action, 
which placed conditions on _ retirement 
or attempted to select the grade jp 
which retirement was granted, was with 
out warrant of law. The reduction jp 
grade to private and consent to retire 
ment in that grade was arbitrary and 
illegal. The withdrawal of the applic. 
tion by the enlisted man after being 
placed in the grade of private was mat 
under coercion and duress. Humiliation 
is one of the worst forms of duress. In 
the eyes of the law it was a nullity. Th 
enlisted man applied to be retired when 
he was a master sergeant and the De 
partment gave consent for the retire 
ment as a private. The law fixed the 
grade upon which he should retire. It 
gave no authority to anyone for any 
cause whatsoever to designate the grade 
after application had been made to the 
President. Compensation during retire 
ment followed the grade. No official ap 
proval was necessary. 

“The words of the act are plain, and 
their meaning simple. The act imposed 
an imperative duty and not a discre 
tionary power. The department has read 
into the act discretionary powers and 
has assumed the right to permit retire 
ment and to select the grade in which 
retirement is permitted. The act confers 
no such powers on the President. A rea- 
sonable time to ascertain the duration 
of service is allowable. Four months 
delving into the character and past cot 
duct of the applicant is unreasonable 
when the length of service was known 
and admitted. The order of December 
16, 1926, permitting him to retire had 
the effect of retiring him and the grade 
in which he was entitled to be retired 
was that in which he was serving whet 
the application was made. Cloud ¥. 
United States, 43 C. Cls. 69; Medbury 
v. United States, 173 U. S. 497. The 
facts show a capricious and arbitrary 
assumption of powers by officers of the 
War Department over an enlisted mat 
which has no basis in law. 

“In our opinion, the retirement had 
taken effect before its withdrawal and 
its withdrawal was under duress. 
plaintiff has been deprived of a lest! 
right granted by Congress and is entitled 
to redress by this court.”

a lumber. The new buildings, which 
spplied the necessary winter housing 
for 1,250 CCC camps, were ordered con- 
structed last summer to take care of 
CCC men enrolled under the expansion 
program who could not be housed in ex- 
isting camps. A total of 2,427 CCC 





camps, including old camps and the 
1,250 just completed, will be used to 
house the enrolled men of the conserva- 
tion corps during the winter months. 

Portable buildings were utilized in the 
construction of approximately one-half 
of the new CCC camps. Through the use 
of fabricated demountable buildings 
which can be taken down and re-erected 
at other camp sites when old camps are 
abandoned, CCC officials expect to effect 
substantial savings in future housing 
costs. All of the new portable buildings 
were fabricated in accordance’ with 
standard-type plans developed by the 
War Department for CCC use. The 
average portable-type camp consists of 
13 buildings of various sizes. These 
include four barracks buildings to sup- 
ply living quarters for the men, a kitchen 
and mess hall and other requisite admin- 
istrative and supply buildings. At the 
present time about 700 CCC camps are 
equipped with portable buildings.

With the approach of winter, many 
Civilian Conservation Corps projects in 
the national parks and monuments which 
were not feasible in the spring or sum- 
mer months will be resumed, A. E.

In a letter to Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson, the Secretary of State, Honor- 
able Cordell Hull, has expressed his ap- 
preciation of the cooperation received 
from the Navy Department in the estab- 
lishment of the radio station at ‘the 
American Legation at Addis Ababa, and 
quoted the following message to him 
from the American Charge d’Affaires: 


“In inaugurating the Legation’s radio 
station with this message I should like 
to express to you the sincere apprecia- 
tion of this Legation and of the Ameri- 
ean colony in Ethiopia of the thought- 
fulness which prompted the (State) De- 
partment to provide an independent 
means of communication at a time when 
serious international complications might 
deprive this mission of the ordinary 
channels for communicating with the 
outside world. 


“I wish to assure you that we shall 
take the fullest possible advantage of 
our radio station to keep the Depart- 
ment promptly informed of all important 
developments and I trust that this new 
and direct link between the two coun- 
tries will enable us faithfully to inter- 
pret the ideals and aspirations of the 
Government and people of the United 
States especially at this time of crisis. 

“Please convey to the Navy Depart- 
ment our thanks for its cooperation in 
loaning efficient personnel and equipment 
with which unusual and perhaps unique 
difficulties have been successfully over- 
come.” 

In his letter Secretary of Hull stated: 

“IT consider the successful establish- 
ment of this radio station as a splendid 
accomplishment in the best traditions of 
the Navy, and I welcome this oppor- 
tunity to assure you of my appreciation 
for the helpful cooperation and assist- 
ance which we have received in this 
matter from the officers and enlisted 
personnel of your Department.” 

The radio station was established by 
the following named enlisted men of the 
Navy who with the necessary equipment 
were loaned to the State Department 
and sailed from New York Sept. 19: 
Chief Radioman Walter Edgar Tanner, 
Radioman 1 cl. John Luttrell Cauthen, 
Radioman 2nd el. John Willard Anslow, 
a 2nd cl. Cecil Franklin Cava- 
nah. 








Thanksgiving Leave 
Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that Commandants 
and Commanding Officers have been 
authorized to close navy yards and 
naval stations from November 27 to 
December 2, if, in their opinion, such 
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action would be advantageous to em- 
ployees and to the Government, and 
would not delay necessary work. 

This authorization was given because 
Friday, November 29, a work day, will 
be preceded by a non-work day,— 
Thanksgiving Day—, a legal holiday, and 
will be followed by two non-work days, 
Saturday and Sunday. 

Per annum and per month employees 
will not be checked for November 29, 
1935, in accordance with the decision of 
the Comptroller General of the United 
States. Per diem employees will be 
granted leave with pay if accrued and 
due, otherwise November 29, 1935, shall 
be charged to leave without pay.

before promotion, and ensigns of the 
Supply Corps who transferred from the 
Line will not have to serve two years’ 
under a revokable commission if they 
held a permanent commission in the 
Line. 

An announcement of the decision of 
the questions was made at the Navy 
Department, Nov. 6. Only a summary 
of the opinion was given out, the De- 
partment refusing to make public the 
text of the opinion. No reason was 
given for the refusal, other than that 
“it was in the best interests that it not 
be released.” 

While the interpretation of the sec- 
tion regarding the status of 45 year old 
non-selected lieutenants was contrary to 
the intent of the Navy Department, it 
was said that an amendment to the 
Personnel Act would probably not be 
sought at the next session of Congress. 
The Department, in drafting the amend- 
ment permitting lieutenants who are not 
selected to remain on the active list until 
they complete 21 years’ service took the 
stand that while many of this group 
would be useful, lieutenants who have 
reached the age of 45 years are too old 
for their rank. It therefore inserted a 
provision which was designed to retire 
such officers. Although the decision will 
leave these officers on the active list but 
ineligible for selection, the Bureau of 
Navigation does not desire to bring up 
any personnel legislation next year. 

The text of the Navy Department an- 
nouncement as to the decision follows: 

“Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced today, Nov. 6, that on October 
29, 1935, he had approved an opinion of 
the Judge Advocate General construing 
certain of the provisions of the Line 
Personnel Act of July 22, 1935, as fol- 
lows: 

“(1) The retirement provision in Sec- 
tion 5 of the Act of March 3, 1931 (46 
Stat., 1484; U. S. C., Title 34, Sec. 286c), 
is not extended by the Act of July 22, 
1935 (Public No. 212, 74th Congress), to 
include Lieutenants not on the promo- 
tion list upon attaining the age of forty- 
five (45) years prior to the completion 
of twenty-one (21) years of com- 
missioned service. Officers in this status 
will not be eligible for promotion after 
June 30, 1936; they will, however, not 
be involuntarily retired until the non- 
selected members of the Naval Academy 
class next junior to them at the date of 
their original appointment as Ensign or 
above are so retired. 

(2) The provision in Section 5 of 
the Act of July 22, 1935, that the term 
‘service in his grade’ shall be construed 
to include ‘service on the promotion list 
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for his grade’ is applicable in the cases 
of all line officers subject to selection 
subsequent to the date of the Act and 
includes service on the promotion list 
whether occuring prior or subsequent to 
July 22, 1935. 

“(3) The provision in Section 5 of 
the Act of July 22, 1935, quoted under 
(2) above, is so inclusive as to authorize 
credit for sea and shore duty, for service 
performed while on the promotion list 
as far as concerns eligibility for con- 
sideration by a selection board. 

“(4) An assistant paymaster with 
the rank of Ensign who has completed 
two years of service in the rank of 
Ensign and who transfers to the grade 
of Ensign in the Line of the Navy under 
the authority contained in Section 7 of 
the above Act of July 22, 1935, is not 
required to serve an additional two years 
under a revocable commission, and ser- 
vice in the Supply Corps with the rank 
of Ensign may be counted in computing 
the three years’ service in the grade of 
Ensign necessary for promotion to the 
grade of Lieutenant (junior grade.) 

“(5) The requirement of two years’ 
sea service contained in the Act of 
August 29, 1916 (U. S. €., Title 34, 
311), before Captains, Commanders and 
Lieutenant Commanders become eligible 
for promotion, is extended to the grade 
of Lieutenant and Lieutenant (jg) by 
virtue of Section 1 of the Act of May 
29, 1934, supra. 

“Attention is invited to the fact that 
the substance of the opinions rendered 
in 2 and 8 above concerns solely eligi- 
hility for consideration by a Selection 
Board, and has no relation to the sea 
service requirement necessary for promo- 
tion.”

THERE IS NO QUESTION in the minds of anyone familiar with the facts 
as to the justice and need of the establishment of an allowance for the operation 
of privately owned automobiles on government business by the personnel of the 
armed services. Even a casual visitor at posts or stations of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Coast Guard, can not help but observe the tremendous employ- 
ment of personally owned transportation in the conduct of official operations. At 
most of the posts failure of the personnel to use their own cars would require 
tremendous governmental costs in additional personnel and transportation facili- 
ties, The wisdom of encouraging the private ownership of automobiles with a 
system of compensation for authorized official use is universally recognized in 
the business world. There is hardly any commercial firm that does not have a 
system of payment, either by the mile on authorized travel or a flat allowance for 
operation and maintenance, Yet in the services no recompense is made for the 
day to day value given to the government in this manner by commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers. This burden is particularly hard on the junior officers, 
who. find immediately upon reporting for duty that they can not hope to carry 
on efficiently without an automobile. Personally, they may feel inclined to deny 
themselves the pleasure of such ownership until they reach a higher pay period, 
but they soon find that it is not a luxury but a necessary piece of equipment. The 
subject was brought up before the Rogers subcommittee of the House JYommittee 
on Military Affairs last winter by Major General Louis A. Bash, Quartermaster 
General of the Army, whi, told the committee informally and personally that he 
thought the subject should be looked into and that he believed there should be 
some system of compensation worked out. It was evident from the expressions 
of interest by the members of the committee that the subject did not find them 
cold. It ig probable: that with a full presentation of the case, facts and figures, 
that there will be a sympathetic reaction in Congress, many members of which 
know from their own experience and observation the general business practice. 


MEETING IN LONDON NEXT MONTH for the purpose of arranging a limi- 
tation of naval armaments, the representatives of the great maritime powers of the 
world will confront these realities: 

1—A war in progress between Italy and Ethiopia, which may expand into 
a general European War. 

2—Application of financial and commercial sanctions to Italy by the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the League of Nations, which may be followed by military sanctions. 


8—Further aggressions by Japan in North China, and frontier conflicts be- 
tween Japanese and Manchuquoan troops on the one side, and Russian troops on 
the other. 

4—Possession by the British Government of a mandate from the people, which 
undoubtedly will be given at the elections in England next week, for the aug- 
mentation of naval, military and air strength. 

5—A Germany which is steadily increasing her armaments and military and 
naval personnel. 

6—Further naval and air construction by France and Italy, and practically 
a general mobilization by the latter. 

7—An increased American Army, development of our Navy to Treaty strength, 
and a demand by Secretary Swanson for a naval force of 100,000 men, to be 
commanded by a larger commissioned personnel. 

These additions to armaments by the Nations which will participate in the 
limitation conference are provided for or contemplated because of popular insis- 
tence upon adequate means for protection against apprehended loss of prestige 
or territory or trade. Once more it is proven that in themselves armaments are 
not responsible for war; it is the threat to vital interests which produce the 
armaments for war. Loose thinkers in our country have argued that the aboli- 
tion of implements of war would assure world peace. It is now apparent that 
in the disturbed state of the world, with Nations solemnly pledged to discard 
war as an instrument of policy, even with limited means to fight, people will 
fight, and when they feel threatened they will increase their means to fight. 
Facing realities, no one expects anything to come from the London conference 
other than gestures which will mean nothing. Therefore the wise policy of the 
resident to speak softly and carry a big stick as did the illustrious President 
of the same name a quarter of a century ago. 


IT IS AMUSING THE EFFORTS pacifists make to capitalize occasions, the 
newest of which is the alleged “strike” called among college students for 11 A. M. 
Armistice Day, in protest against the Reserve Officers Training Corps. Less 
amusing is the encouragement given such movements by groups who do not want 
to see the youth of America trained in loyalty and devotion any more than they 
want military training for defense. Fortunately the bulk of American college men 
are far from favorable to such movements, as witness an editorial in the Diamond- 
back (Maryland University) written by Editor Richard M. Hunt in which he 
says, “In these days of growing radicalism among the young people of the nation, 
it is hoped that this school will continue to maintain its patriotic and intelligent 
attitude. * * * To refuse to serve the Nation in time of war is to proclaim one’s self 
not worthy of the land one lives in.”

Considerable interest has been aroused 
throughout the service in the movement 
to secure an amendment to the Joint 
pay Act of 1922 so as to give credit for 
ay purposes for prior service as an en- 
listed man in the National Guard on the 
same basis as is now given for prior 
ecmmissioned service in the National 

guard. 

One officer recalled that at the time 
the act was drafted efforts were made 
to include such service but without 
avail. Efforts were made, he stated, to 
include 100 per cent credit for both en- 
listed and commissioned National Guard 
grvice with the result that Congress 
compromised by making 75 per cent for 
commissioned service only. 


Some idea of the situation may be 
geaned from the following extracts

“In conclusion let me say that I agree 
with you fully that it is a small matter 
but that an important principle is in- 
volved, and that it is only a question of 
fair play and justice. I also agree with 
you that it should be to the extent of 
Wy, and should include enlisted ser- 
rice as well as commissioned. Let me 
“ay though, that from the part I have 
laken in this fight and from what I 
actually learned I am positive that there 
would be no chance at this time to get 
Wy with an amendment providing for 
My, or including enlisted service. 

“I find some consolation in the amend- 
ment as it has been passed, however, be- 
ause I think it is a little success in the 
tight direction and I believe, as stated 
hove, that in the future we may be 
ible to have some weight in Congress 
with army legislation.”

Armistice Day Messages 

The Secretary of War, the Honorable 
George H. Dern, who is at present in 
Manila has authorized the following 
Armistice Day message: 

“On Armistice Day the people of the 
nation again embrace the opportunity to 
express to the surviving soldiers and 
sailors of the World War the country’s 
sincere gratitude for their patriotism 
and devotion to duty and to renew their 
reverence for memories of those who 
made the supreme sacrifice. 

“During the seventeen years that have 
passed since the signing of the armistice 
the United States has maintained cor- 
dial and friendly relations with all coun- 
tries. It is the fervent hope of all of 
the people that such relations shall con- 
tinne and that the ‘good neighbor’ 
policy of the President will prevail in 
all international affairs. The preserva- 
tion of peace is essential to happiness 
and prosperity.”

Health of the Navy 





The Surgeon General of the Navy, 
Rear Admiral Percival S. Rossiter, 
(MC), USN, in an address to the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons at their fifth 
annual convention in San Francisco, 
(tober 28-November 2, assured his 
listeners and the nation at large that 


the health of the American Navy is now 
the best in it’s history. 

The Surgeon General attended the 
convention in the capacity of an observer 
ind served as the representative of the 
Navy Department at Washington. To the 
convention came the U. 8S. Hospital Ship 
Relief representing the medical officers 
ofthe Navy afloat. On board the Relief 
were Capt. G. E. Thomas (MC), USN, 
and his entire staff of Navy doctors, 
Naval dental surgeons, Navy nurses and 





enlisted men of the Navy hospital corps. | 


During the convention, the Relief’s 
wrgical and medical equipment for the 
tare of the Navy's sick and injured per- 
onnel afloat in peace and war was made 
ivailable for the visiting surgeons who 
i turn welcomed the Navy’s medical 
ersonnel at all lectures, discussions and 
dinies which filled every hour of the 
week's program. 

The Surgeon General told the conven- 
tion: 

“The Navy’s health is at its present 
Mak largely because of the Navy's 
methods of selective recruiting; the 
Navy's scientifically balanced ration for

The work of the Navy’s doctors and 
medical personnel, the Surgeon General 
explained, is on the side of preventative 
medicine than on the curative side. In 
this connection, Admiral Rossiter spoke 
of the difficult problem of maintaining 
high standards of health among the men 
serving on the ships of our Asiatic Fleet. 

The Navy, under the leadership of 
Admiral Rossiter has commenced the 
establishment of a group of “naval re 
search specialist units.” These units 
which are of an emergency nature are 
designed to function instantly on the out- 
break of war when large numbers of 
men will be mobilized for naval service. 

Under such emergency conditions, the 
Surgeon General said, deadly epidemics 
are likely to break out. 

“At such times,” said the 
“the Navy will need large numbers of 
trained medical men to combat the 
spread of typhoid, typhus, meningitis, 
and dysentary. In order to be sure that 
the Navy shall have these trained 
specialists when we need them in war 
emergencies—-we are organizing them 
now.” 

The first naval research specialist unit 
to be established under the new emer- 
gency organization is now functioning 
at the University of California under the 
direction of Lt. Comdr. A. P. Krueger, 
U. S. N. R., professor of bacteriology at 
the University. Dr. Krueger is assisted 
by eleven trained research specialists 
in twelve different medical sciences. 
These have been enrolled in the naval 
medical reserve in the rank of Chief 
Petty Officer. Their headquarters are 
on the college campus. 

A second unit is soon to be put in 
operation at an Eastern medical center. 

When diseases in epidemic form break
